every state, where the drys had a 
fighting chance, except Massachusetts, 
they won in the senatorial 
contests, 


according to reports received at our 
headquarters. 


"From every significant angle of ap- 


proach," said W. H. Stayton, national 
chairman of the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, the re- 
sults "may fairly be considered 
to 


constitute an unqualified victory for 
the advocates of a substitution of sane 
regulatory liquor laws for the prohib- 
itory eighteenth amendment and the 
vicious Volstead act." 


One fourth of the population of the 


United States "registered 
themselves 


as favoring modification of the pres- 
ent liquor laws," added Mr. Staytoa, 
but Mr. Wheeler retorted that 
"the 


wets got only nine of tho 35 senators 
elected" and that "over 300 members 
of the house with cry records or pro- 
nouncements ha\e been elected." 


In New York state. Senator-elect 


Wagner, Democrat, said he regarded

The death-of -Harry Houdini " removes 


from the American stage one of its most 
beloved characters. His death was a blow 
not only to the profession he honored for 
many years but to Appleton which he 
claimed as his first home.~Houdini never 
forgot the city of "his birth and Appleton 
never received as much advertising from 
any man as it did from the great magician. 
He never tired of telling where he was 
born and to his last year he always re- 
membered his childhood friends here. 


Starting life as a faker and cheap ma- 


gician Hotidini ended it by fighting all 
legerdemain shows which pretended to be 
real things, but were only fakes. Houdini 
enjoyed his work and if he could do some 
marvelous" trick to make people gasp he 
felt amply repaid for his efforts and study.' 
He believed in entertainment with a bow 
and a smile and he gave it to the Ameri- 
can public and became --this country's 
greatest magician. During'his last^-ears, 
Houdini exposed: scores ol fake mediums 
and "table tappers'' and dfd much to pro- 
tect the public from the machinations of 
these fakers.

DARROW'S DREAM 


It is the custom for Americans to pay 


attention to sensational prophets like 
Clarence Darrow, whose avocation is that 
of saving poor misunderstood criminals 
from the rigors of punishment. Probably 
his latest piece of sophistry with regard to 
crime, appearing in the October Harper's 
magazine, will win him new adulation 
from those who believe what they like to 
believe. He says: 


To ignore reason and judgment and 
all the finer sentiments that move 
men. to follow blind force and cruel- 
ty in the hope that fear will prevent 
crime and make all people *afe, is 
bad in 
practice, philosophy and 


ethics. 
That is a fine, high-toned sentiment, 


but what is its justification? Everybody 
who has two eyes to see and a brain to 
think for himself knows that punishment 
if promptly administered does prevent 
crime and does make people safe. The rea- 
son England is so much safer than the 
United States and has almost no homicide 
rate at all is that English juries do their 
duty, English law is simple and English 
justice is subject to little of the maudlin 
compunction and senseless delay clogging 
our courts. 


Mr. Darrow"s underlj-ing idea is false 


on its face. The alternative he presents 
—that of "teaching useful trades" as well 
as professions in schools, on the theory 
that "it is seldom a mechanic enters a life 
of crime"—is certainly not an idea that 
originated with the Chicago spellbinder. 
At vast public expense thousands of 
young Americans are learning useful 
trades. The whole trend of our education 
under the leadership of men like the late 
Charles W. Eliot has been to increase the 
practical everyday utility of American 
schooling. 


But that has not prevented and will not 


prevent the birth of persons of criminal 
tendency nor completely eradicate en- 
vironments tKat encourage this tendency. 
A minority of criminals has always exist- 
ed, and so far as we may judge from pres- 
ent expedients and the slow progress of 
vital religion, will continue to exist at 
least throughout our day. 


"We are not "ignoring reason and judg- 


ment" when, spending millions on our 
schools, we nevertheless discover that it 
is well to keep a police force ' and ' courts 
for the few that our schools do not help 
and our churches and parents do not or 
cannot train ,jn the way they should , go. 
Pending Mr. Darrow's 
millennium, we 


still believe in the law's rough approxima- 
tion of justice as a partial deterrent to 
those contemplating crime. 


"Habits are formed when the child is 


young," says the renowned Chicagoan; 
"these are easily fixed and hard to 
change * * * To believe any other theory 
would be to deny the efficacy, of moral 
and religious teaching and the effect of 
education and habit in the formation .of 
character." 
Who has denied the early 


fixation of habit? But nobody unless be- 
glamoured by Mr. Darrow's leaping con- 
clusions believes that if we suddenly 
ceased using fear we should automatically 
be able to substitute universal good hab- 
its for it. Progress is postponed rather 
than furthered by his sensational be- 


- clouding of the issue.

CONFIDENTIAL COMMUNICATIONS 


The courts everywhere, recognize the confidential 


relation which exists between patient and physician 
and they will not compel or permit a phvsiclun to 
divulge any information which the physician has 
obtained from a patient and which was more or less 
necessary or incidental to the physician's under- 
.'tar.ding and proper treainiuui of the case. 


Physicians of the regular kind never betray the 


confidence of a patient, whatever fad healers, cult - 
ists and "paths" may deem it right to do. 


Sometimes 
police forget the inviolate character 


of such confidential communications and canvass 
the physicians of the vicinity in que&t of u fugitive 
who they conjecture may seek medical treatment. 
No matter what crime such a fugitive may have 
committed, if he consults a physician that physician 
is morally bound not to betray him to the police, 
in fact not to divulge any information, hint or clue 
which may come to the physician's notice neces- 
sarily or incidentally. 


If physicians did not keep inviolate such confi- 


dences, the effect would be that a great number of 
people would have "not place to go, no one to turn 
to when in desperate need of medical or surgical 
care, and it would be better to let all suspected 
criminals get away than to deprive so many un- 
fortunates of this humane treatment. 


No one who has reason to fear discovery, deten- 


tion, recognition, disgrace or punishment, need e"ver 
hesitate to confide in a. regular physician nor suffer 
any anxiety about the physician betraying his pa- 
tient or anybody. 


This 
obligation 
of 
secrecy 
sometimes 
rests 


heavily on the physician's soul. A physician was 
treating a young man for a communicable disease. 
An intimate friend of the physician announced the 
approaching marriage of his daughter with 
the 


young man. First the physician cautioned and even 
threatened his patient privately, but the young man 
declined to agree to a postponement. Then the phy- 
sician went to his friend and earnestly urged him to 
oppose or forbid the marriage of his daughter with 
the young man. But the friend could sec no good 
reason to interfere. So they were married, and with 
the inevitable disaster to the bride and the ruin of 
her 
life. This crime could not have been perpe- 


trated had there been a law requiring the -bride- 
groom to present a health certificate showing that 
tie had no communicable disease. Such a law would 
not give infallible assurance, of course, but it would 
certainly bar thousands of just such' tragic unions 
as this. 


Very frequently a correspondent begs me not to 


publish his name or not to betray his confidence in 
some other way .1 don't know what the law would 
be, nor whether I could so betray anybody's confi- 
dence within the law. but in any case correspon- 
dents should remember that I am a regular physi- 
cian, even though some of my stuff looks quite 
quackish. and. as T boast. > no regular, 
reputable 


physician has ever betrayed the confidence of a 
client. Certainly I have no desire to emulate the 
example of some new fangeled healers or "paths" 
in committing moral blackmail. 


Let the layman understand quite clearly that in 


any circumstances when medical or surgical care 
is needed a patient need never hesitate because of 
the fear that the physician will divulge his secret— 
provided the physician is a regular, reputable doc- 
tor of medicine.

Washington, D. C.—Of the 90.000 


people killed in accidents of all kinds 
n the United States last year, 21,000 
were boys and girls 15 years of age 
or younger. If the same proportions 
jolds as to injuries, then of the 2,500,- 
000 people injured in accidents, al- 
most 600,000 were children of 15 or 
under. 


This is a phase of the accident prob- 


em with which leaders in the safety 
movement are especially concerned. 
The experts say that experience has 
>roved that from 75 to 90 per cent of 
all accidental deaths can be prevented. 
'f that be true, then the lives Of from 
15.000'to 19,000 children might have 
been saved last year, and a similar 
number or proportion this year, anu 
lext year, and the year after. 
It is 


national disgrace, say the author- 


ties, that such an appalling toll should 
be taken each year of the youth of the 
and when it might be minimized. 


Education is the mam hope of acci- 


dent prevention, and since children 
are more responsive than their elders 
to instruction it would seem that more 
progress should be made in teaching 
hem to observe the safety first funda- 
mentals-. Unfortunately, however, the 
accidental deaths of many children 
are due to tho. negligence, reckless- 
ness, or law violation of adults, and 
no amount of instruction to boys and 
girls will protect them against that. 
'arental carelessness and neglect are 
>ig factors in accident fatalities to 
children. 


Of the 21.000 children killed by ac- 
ident last year it is estimated that 
6,300 met death in automobile acci- 
dents. This is an increase of about 
.5 per cent over the preceding year, 
but in the same period automobile 
'atalitips among adults increased 14 
>er cent, so it is believed that the edu- 
cational work among; the young is 
beginning to show results. As an il- 
tistration of what- has been done in 
this line it is pointed out that two 
years ago fatal accidents involving 
children and motor vehicles in Massa-

Dr. Chevalier Jackson, of the Jeffer- 
son Hospital, Philadelphia, who has 
given, medical ."treatment to 2,000 chil- 
dren; says that safety pins have killed 
more babies than have firearms. The 
usual way this form of accident hap- 
pens is that mother holds opened safe- 
ty pins between her lips while she is 
dressing baby, and a little later baby 
gets his roving hands on a safety pin 
and puts il in his mouth. Result— 
baby chokes to death and mother is 
grief-stricken for life. 


Dr. Jackson quotes Professor Kubo, 


the eminent Japanese bronchoscopist, 
as stating that there never has been 
known a case of swallowed or inhaled 
safety pin in Japan, but explains that 
fact by adding that the Japanese nev- 
er use safety pins. 


Mothers should learn never to put 


things in their mouths that do not 
belong there—pins, needles, buttons, 
and what not—and then their babies 
who are born imitators •will not do as 
mother does, but with disastrous con- 
sequences. Of course, mothers should 
also-learn not to leave articles that 
are dangerous to babies in places 
where the little ones can get their 
hands on them.

Football has changed. It no longer

. Backward Children, Teach-

Milwaukee — W)—The class system 


in schools by holding back Brilliant 
students is costing America two billion 
dollars annually. Carleton Wo&hburne. 
Wmnetka, Illinois educator said here 
Thursday at the convention of 
the 


Wisconsin Teacher's association. 


"It is possible to break the class, 


lockstep." he declared, "and to fit pub- 


lic schools to the varying1 needs of in- 
dividual children. Yet millions of dol- 
lars are beingr wasted every year by 
the schools educating 
"repeaters." 


Something like two billion dollars an- 
nually is lost to the nation at largo in 
the potential earning power of chil- 
dren who are held back by the class 
lockstep. 


"Bright children are given the habit 


of working: below their full 
powers. 


Moderately blow children are given the 
habit of 'getting up' on half 
done 


work. One child out of every four s 
given the.sense of failure by being 
made to repeat one, two. 
three, or 


four grades during his eight years of 
elementary training. 


"All this can be avoided without ad- 


ditional expense, 
without 
upsetting 


communities, and without danger or 
harmful results of any kind. It is 
merely necessary to carry to their full 
and logical conclusions several educa- 
tional movements of pVoved value. 


"The 
achievement-testinir 
move- 


ment, which has spread so rapidly in 
recent years, can be carried farther to 
show exactly what each child knows 
and exactly where he is weak. The 
movement toward a scientific reorgan- 
ization of the school course of study 
can be carried further until we know 
exactly what hkils and knouedlges are 
needed by/ each child. The movement 
toward scientific construction of text 
books and the writing of text books 
directly to children, while less wide- 
spread than the other at present, can 
be developed until text boons are al- 
most self-instructive and entirely self 
corrective.
